T N the Morning upon the Day of the Coronation 

early, Care is to be taken that the Ampulla 
be filled with Oil, and together with the 
Spoon, be lad ready upon the Altar im the 
Abbey-Church. : 


SECT. I. 
The Entrance into the Church. 


The King, as soon as He enters at the West Door 
of the Church, is to be recewed with the 
following Anthem, to be sung by the Chowr 
of Westminster, who with the Dean and 
Prebendaries of that Church are before to 
fall off from the Procession a litile to the 
Left Side of the Middle Aisle, and stay there 
to attend the Coming of His Majesty, and 
then going next before the Regalia, to sing:

The King in the mean time passes through the 
Body of the Church, into, and through the 
Choir, and so up the Stairs to the Theatre ; 
and having passed by His Throne, He makes 
Eis humble Adoration, and then kneeling at 
the Faldstool set for Him before His Chair, 
uses some short private Prayers ; and after, 
sitting down (not in His Throne, but in His 
Char before, and below, His Throne), there 
reposes Himself. )

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SECT. II. 
The Recognition. 


The King beng so placed, the Archbishop turn- 
eth to the East part of the Theatre, and 
after, together with the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Great Chamberlain, Lord High Con- 
stable and Earl Marshal (Garter King of 
Arms preceding them), goes to the other 
three sides of the Theatre in ths Order, 
South, West, and North, and at every of 
the four sides, with a loud Voice, speaks to 
the People: And the King in the mean 
time standing up by his Chai, turns and 
shews Eimself unto the People at every of 
the four sides of the Theatre, as the Arch- 
bishop is at every of them, and while He 
speaks thus to the People: 


GIRS, I here present unto you King 
GEORGE the Fourth, the Undoubted 
King of this Realm: Wherefore All you who 
are come this Day to do your Homage, Are 
you willing to do the same ?

by loud and repeated Acclamations, all with 
one Vouce crying out,

Then the Trumpets sound. 


SECT. III. 
The First Oblation. 


The Archbishop goeth down, and before the 


Altar puts on his Cope; then goeth and 
standeth on the North Side of it: And the 
Bishops, who are to read the Litany, do also 
vest themselves. And the Officers of the 
Wardrobe, &c. spread Carpets and Cushions 
on the Floor and Steps of the Altar. 


And here, first the Bible, Paten, and Cup are 


to be brought and placed upon the Altar. 
Which beng done, the King, supported by 
the two Bishops, of Durham, and Bath and 
Wells, and attended, as always, by the Dean 
of Westminster, the Lords that carry the 
Regalia going before Him, goes down to the 

| Altar, 
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Altar, and kneeling-upon the Steps of it makes 
his First Oblation, Uncovered ; Which ts a 
Pall, or Altar-Cloth of Gold, deliwered by 
the Master of the Great Wardrobe to the 
Lord Great Chamberlain, and by Him, 
kneeling, to Lis Majesty : and an Ingot or 
Wedge of Gold of a pound weight, which 
the Treasurer of the Household delivers to 
the Lord Great Chamberlain, and He to His 
Majesty, kneeling : Who being Uncovered 
delivers them to the Archbishop, and the 
Archbishop standing (in which posture he is 
to receive all other Oblations) recewes from 
Him, one after another, the Pall to be re- 

— verently laid upon the Altar, and the Gold 
to be received into the Bason, and with the 
like Reverence put upon the Altar. 


Then the Archbishop saith this Prayer, the King 


still kneeling : 


O GOD, who dwellest in the high and holy 
Place, with them also who are of an 
humble Spirit, Look down mercifully upon 
this Thy Servant, GEORGE our King, here 
humbling Himself before Thee at Thy Foot- 
stool, and graciously receive these Oblations, 
which in humble Acknowledgement of Thy 
Sovereignty over all, and of Thy great Bounty 

to

tion, a Pall 
and Wedge 
of Gold. 
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to Him in particular, He hath now offered up 
unto Thee, through Jesus Christ our only 
Mediator and Advocate. Amen. 


The King having thus offered, and so fulfilled 

his Commandment, who said, Thou shalt not 
appear before the Lord thy God empty ; 
goes to His Chair set for Elim on the South 
side of the Altar, where He is to kneel at 
Elis Faldstool when the Litany begins. 


In the mean time, the Lords who carry the 
Regalia, except those who carry the Swords, 
come in Order near to the Altar, and present 
Every One what He carries to the Archbishop, 
who delivers them to the Dean of West- 
minster, to be by Him placed upon the 
Altar, and then retire to the Places and 
Seats appointed for Them.

Then followeth the Litany, to be read by two 
Bishops, vested in Copes, and kneeling at a 
Faldstool above the Steps of the Theatre, on 
the middle of the East side thereof, the 
Choir reading the Responses.

The Sermon. 


At the end of the Creed one of the Bishops 1s 
ready in the Pulpit, placed against the Pillar 
at the North-East Corner of the Theatre, 
and begins the Sermon, which is to be short, 
and suitable to the great Occasion ; which 
the King hears sitting in His Chair on the 
South side of the Altar, over chines the 
Pulpit. — 


And whereas the King was uncovered during eal 
Offering and Service following ; when the 
Sermon begins, He puts on His Cap of 
‘Crimson Velvet turned up with Ermins, and 
so continues to the End of tt. 


On His right hand stands the Bishop of Durham, 
and beyond Him, on the same side, the iP 
that carry the Swords: On His left hand 
the Bishop of Bath and Wells, and the Lord 
Great Chamberlain.

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On the North side of the “lier sits the Arch- 


bishop in a purple Velvet Cha ; the Bishops 
being placed on Forms along a2 North side 
of the Wall, betwivt Him and the Pulpit. 
Near the Archbishop stands Garter King 
at Arms: On the South side, East of the 


King’s Chair, nearer to the Altar, stand 


the Dean of Westminster, the rest of the 
Bishops, who bear any part in the Church 
Service, and the Prebendaries of West- 


minster. 


SEC PT. VII. 
The Oath. 


Sermon being ended, and His Majesty having o1 on 


Thursday the 27th Day of April 1820, in 


the presence of the Two Houses of Parlia- 


ment, made and signed the Declaration, the 
Archbishop goeth to the King, and standing 
before Lim, administers the Coronation Oath, 


first asking the King, 


Sir, Is Your Majesty willing to take the 
Oath ?

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The Archbishop ministereth these Questions; and 
the King, having a Copy of the printed 
Form and Order of the Coronation Service 
in ENs Hands, answers each Question 
severally, as follows. 


Archb. Will You solemnly promise and 
swear to govern the People of this United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
the Dominions thereto belonging, according 
to the Statutes in Parliament agreed on, and 
the respective Laws and Customs of the 
same ? 


King. I solemnly promise so to do. 


Archb. Wiil You to Your Power cause Law 
and Justice, in Mercy, to be executed in all 
Your Judgements ? 


Kang. I will. 
Archb. Will You to the utmost of Your 


Power maintain the Laws of God, the true 
Profession of the Gospel, and the Protestant 
Reformed Religion established by Law ? And 
will You maintain and preserve inviolably the 
Settlement of the United Church of England 
and Jreland, and the Doctrine, Worship, 
Discipline, and Government thereof, as by 
Law established within England and Ireland,

HIE whole Coronation Office being thus per- 


m formed, the King attended and accompanied 


as before, the four Swords being carried before 
Elim, descends from His Throne Crowned, 
and carrying His Sceptre and Rod in His 
Hands, goes into the Area Eastward of the 
Theatre, and passes on through the Door 
on the South side of the Altar into King 
Edward’s Chapel ; and as they pass by the 
Altar, the rest of the Regalia, lying upon 
at, are to be delivered by the Dean of West- 


— minster to the Lords that carried them in 


ihe Procession, and so they proceed in State 
wnto the Chapel, the Organs all the while 
playing. 


The King being come into the Chapel, and 


standing before the Altar, takes off his’ 
Crown, and delivers it, together with his 
Sceptre, to the Archbishop, who layeth 
them upon the Altar there. And the rest 
of the Regalia are given into the Hands 
of the Dean of Westminster, and by him 
lad there also.

Then the King withdraweth Himself into his 
Traverse prepared for him upon the Western 
Wall of that Chapel. 


Within his Traverse the King 7s disrobed, by 

the Lord Great Chamberlain, of his Royal 
Robe of State (which is forthwith delivered 
to the Dean of Westminster, to be laid 
also upon the Altar), and again arrayed 
with his Robe of Purple Velvet fur'd 
with Ermins, which he is to wear that day, 
and which was before lad ready in the 
Traverse for that purpose. 


When the King thus habited cometh forth of his 
Traverse, He stands before the Altar, and 
the Archbishop, being sitll vested in his 
Cope, setteth the Crown of State, provided 
for the King to wear during the rest of the 

_ Solemnity, upon is Head. Then he giveth 
the Sceptre with the Cross into the King’s 
Right Hand, and the Orb with the Cross 
imto lus Left: Which being done, both the 
Archbishop and Bishops divest Themselves 
of ther Copes, and leave them there, 
proceeding im ther usual Habits.

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Then the King carrying his Sceptre with the 
Cross in his Right Hand, and the Orb 
with the Cross in his Left; the four 
Swords being borne before the King, and ) 
the Heralds having again put the rest of the 
Procession in Order, He goes on from 
King Edward’s Chapel to the Theatre, and 
thence through the midst of the Choir, and 
Body of the Church, out at the West Door, 
and so returns to Westminster Hall, a the 
same manner as He came: saving that the 
Peers, who in the former Procession carried 
any of the Regalia which are now left 
behind in the Church, or borne by the King, 
go not, as they did then, immediately before 
the King, but are ranked in their Places, 
according to their Degrees or Consecrations. 
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
